The Period cf Time. 

The lessons of the fourth quar

slstent and rapid decline of the king- I 
■iom of Israc-l. It was only about 13;> j 
years after Israel’s removal that Neb- > 
■■chadnezzar laid Jerusalem waste and , 
carried her inhabitants captive to Bab- j 
ylon. 

The Kings and Prophets. 

The two prophets. E'isha and Isaiah. , 
igtrn- largely in the lessons of the past j 
fuarter. The first five are devoted to j 
Elisha, and, incidentally, involve the j 
kingdom of Israel. Jr.ram, the son of ! 
Yhab. was king over Israel when Eli- I 
iba became prophet in place of Elijah. | 
Elisha's ministry extended over a peri- | 
•rd of at least 50 years, including the ; 
reigns of Jor&m, Jehu, Jshoahaz and j 
loash. or Johoash. kings of Israel. The j 
incidents of the, lesson on "The Wid- I 
tw’s Oil Increased” took place during j 
•he reign of King Joram, as did, also, 
hose of the lesson on “Elisha and i 
Naaman,” and probably those of \ 
lesson on "Elisha at Dothan.” Those 
of the lesson on "Elisha and the Shun- 
amniiie" occurred probably much later 
in his ministry, aithteigh the date is- 
unknown. 

Isaiah was distinctly a prophet of 
Judah, as Elisha was of Israel, and 
began to prophesy about 760 B. O., or 
some 50 years after Elisha’s death. 
Jonah, Amos and Hosea filled in the in- 
tervening years between these two great j 
prophets. Two lessons arc taken from 
Isaiah, one concerning Judah and the 
other Israel. Two kings of Judah 
are given special place in the lessons of 
the Quarter: Joash. to whom two les 
tions are devoted, and the good king 
Hezekiah.

Review Methods. 

There can be litiie continuity in the 
-reatiEeiit of the ic-ssons of the Quarter, 
save in the case of the first five which 
concern the history of Eli.-ha. A re- 
view which would not include a charac- 
ter study of this great prophet would 
certainly be defective. A comparison of 
the characters, methods and disticctive 
sendees of the t-wp prophets. Elijah ami 
Elisha, would be interes'iag and profit- 
able. Let some one prepare such a paper 
to read to the schooi. 

J-’or a blackboard exercise let the 
strong anti weak points of the charac- 
ters oi the two prophets be enumerated 
by the school and placed upon the 
board. 

The prophet, Isaiah, who gives us two 
■if our lessons, should also be given 
special study, gome on? should be se- 
lected to prepare a brief paper on the 
life, character and ministry of this 
prophet. 

Inasmuch as the history of Israel 
closes with this Quarter's lessons a brief 
but comprehensive outline study of thlp 
kingdom should be traced in such a 
way as to bring out strikingly the rela- 
tion of cause aud effect; the beginning 
snd the development of the moral anv 
spiritual decline and final destruction. 

The lessons on Joash and Hezekiah 
may he used to point the contrast he- 
rv.eec the moral aud spiritual condition 
of tiio two kingdoms and to explain tbe 
reason why Israel war destroyed and 
Jed - 4 b continued. 

The geography oi the lessons should 
nr he neelectei?. As preliminary to the 
review work iu class, cr g»nera! for ail 
the sebts/i, let an outline map of (he 
country he drawn on paper or rhe blacK- 
hotrd and then mark in the places, and 
probable places, met with in ihe lessons 
as they are named by ti:e scholars.
